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Response to Office Action ; 

Regarding the repeat - an Office Action in vvhlch alJ of the claims re toy application number 
(10/526,460) are rejected by the Examiner^ citing six Patent No's in particular for this decision, 
I have had time to review each of these in detail and believe tfiat each is substantially different in 
its constiiuotion and use^ from my device 

I have made some note^ on the claims which were cited and I have listed below the differences 
between these and my ^pUcation. 

I also beMeve that the claims in my application may, in hindsigfit have been too general and vague 
in their wordir^ so I have cancelled original Claims 1 4-24 and have r^-written new Claims 1 4-24. 



Claim 14 

You argi^e that this was anticipated by Goldman , however Goldman did not have a hinged 90 
degree cpl^ling, but instead an independent attachment to fit on a standard rigid end hook» and a 
hinged fuigor guard tab on the tape casing. So 90 degree coupling hinged at zero point on scale 
could not be anticipated by Goldman. 

Even if lower section of Goldman did hinge it is not fixed at 90 degrees to upper section to fit into 
comer and upper and lower parts do not move each other into xequixed position as tape i& offered 
Up to work. 



Claim 15 

With Goldman only upper part of coupling is hinged at free end of the elongate member. Upper 
and lower parts would have hinged independently IP lower part hinged. 

Claim 16: 

Only perpendicular to one another when the first section (60) is folded down and not in nse. Th^ 
are cc^lahar when (60) is in use but both p^pendicular to the elongate member. 

Claim 17- 

Yes , but isnd hook is standard rigid 90 degree hook a^ on a standard tape which does not hinge. 
Anchor oh Gol<lman does not fomi part of hinge. 

Claim 18| 

Goldmanj coupling is substantially flat with slight concave sur&ce which hinges about the axis 
independently of hook 34. My invention comprises 90 degree coupling which forms eaufvalentof 
hook 34 ^Vhen folded in one direction but in which upper and lower hinge together as one. 

Claim 20 i 

Only the iipper coupling is displaceahle in Goldman t£ipe. Also in my tape holes in the coupling 
c(Hiespoiid with the position of the iivets \i^ere required, to allow 90 degree rotation. 

Claim 21 1 

This is a generic claim used by all 

Claim 23 

Again, only the i^er coupling is hinged with Goldman. 
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
